Biennial  Report  for  1934-35 — 1935-36 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Directors, 

State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Gentlemen  : 

I have  the  honor  herewith  of  submitting  the  biennial  report 
for  the  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh  for  the  period  ending  June 
30,  1936.  During  this  period  1448  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  which  is  a slight  decrease  over  the  admissions  for  the 
last  biennial  period,  and  was  due  to  the  fact  that  we  were 
simply  unable  to  accept  many  disturbed  patients  who  made  ap- 
plication to  the  Hospital  and  for  the  safety  of  those  who  had 
already  been  intrusted  to  our  care  and  treatment,  we  were  com- 
pelled to  some  extent  to  curtail  the  admission  of  many  worthy 
applicants.  This  has  been  one  of  the  most  embarrassing  con- 
ditions to  those  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  during  the  biennial 
period  as  we  have  been  constantly  solicited  to  admit  patients  who 
unquestionably  needed  institutional  care,  but  for  whom  we  did 
not  have  accommodations.  For  our  own  protection,  this  matter 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Attorney  General  in  May, 
1935,  and  he  advised  me  that  if  our  facilities  were  already  taxed 
to  capacity  that  we  would  be  clearly  within  the  exercise  of  our 
discretionary  power  in  refusing  to  receive  additional  patients. 
This  has  worked  quite  a hardship  on  those  in  charge  of  the  Hos- 
pital as  we  are  certainly  sympathetic  with  those  who  are  desir- 
ing admission  and  those  who  are  in  need  of  institutional  treat- 
ment, but  we  have  been  compelled  to  consider  the  safety  of  those 
who  have  already  been  admitted  to  the  Institution,  and  over- 
crowding in  a hospital  of  this  kind  is  decidedly  hazardous. 

Government  Projects 

At  the  end  of  the  biennial  period  we  had  in  the  course  of 
construction  a building  for  disturbed  women  patients,  a build- 
ing for  male  inebriates  and  additions  to  our  Colonies  for  male 
and  female  epileptic  patients.  These  projects  are  constructed 
with  the  aid  of  the  PWA  and  the  government  allotment  of  45% 
of  the  total  expenditure.  The  cost  of  these  buildings  will  be 
approximately  $230,000.  These  buildings  will  be  opened  in  the 
fall  of  1936  and  will  add  materially  to  our  urgent  needs. 
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The  WPA  has  also  carried  on  a project  at  the  Hospital  in 
assisting  us  in  plastering  and  painting;  and  this  work  was  done 
for  several  months  at  the  entire  expense  of  the  government,  that 
is,  they  paid  for  the  material  and  labor;  but  in  recent  months 
the  Hospital  has  been  compelled  to  furnish  the  material  and  the 
government  supplies  only  the  labor.  This  work  has  been  very 
satisfactory,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  continued  until  all 
of  the  buildings  at  the  Hospital  have  been  repainted. 

Additional  Permanent  Improvement 

Mention  has  been  made  of  the  buildings  which  are  now  in  the 
course  of  construction,  but  it  is  quite  evident  that  additional 
permanent  improvement  will  be  required  to  take  care  of  our  in- 
creased and  continuous  demands.  We  are,  therefore,  making  a 
request  to  the  Legislature  which  meets  in  1937  for  permanent 
improvement  which  will  total  $482,680.  This  permanent  im- 
provement includes  an  addition  to  the  building  for  women;  an 
addition  to  the  Criminal  Insane  Department;  a Building  for 
tubercular  men  and  women,  and  if  this  building  is  approved  and 
constructed  it  would  be  our  intention  to  place  the  tubercular 
patients  under  the  care  of  a nursing  organization  v/hich  is  now 
our  custom  in  our  Medical  Center;  an  addition  to  the  Nurses’ 
Home ; an  addition  to  the  Colonies  for  male  and  female  epileptic 
patients;  a building  for  the  male  attendants — the  attendants  at 
the  present  time  are  domiciled  in  quarters  constructed  at  the 
end  of  each  ward  building;  this  keeps  them  in  constant  associa- 
tion with  the  patients,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  is  not  advan- 
tageous; a building,  therefore,  for  their  occupation  would  be  a 
decided  step  in  the  right  direction;  5 cottages  for  doctors — 
these  cottages  are  badly  needed  as  an  institution  of  this  kind 
has  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  desired  medical  assistance  and 
without  offering  living  conditions  which  are  in  keeping  with  the 
advantages  which  are  obtained  elsewhere,  the  Hospital  is  de- 
cidedly handicapped.

These  clinics  are  held  with  the  thought  of  giving  instructions 
in  psychiatry  to  those  who  do  not  have  association  with  a mental 
hospital.  The  hospital  has  encouraged  clinics  of  this  nature  and 
believe  it  should  be  extended  as  far  as  possible.  We  have  also 
encouraged  affiliation  of  nurses  from  general  hospitals  in  a 
psychiatric  hospital,  but  our  limit  in  the  accommodations  at  our 
Nurses’  Home  makes  it  impossible  at  the  present  time  for  us 
to  domicile  nurses  from  other  institutions  with  the  exception 
of  one  hospital  which  has  been  affiliated  with  us  for  sometime 
and  which  we  hope  to  be  continued.  Clinics  of  this  nature  could 
be  also  held  at  the  hospital  for  the  advantage  of  those  who  desire 
such  advice  in  pre-psychotic  and  borderline  cases  if  we  had  suf- 
ficient personnel  in  our  medical  department  and  a social  worker 
to  carry  out  a program  of  this  kind  with  satisfaction  to  our- 
selves and  those  whom  we  would  endeavor  to  assist.  In  my 
opinion,  every  effort  should  be  made  to  strengthen  the  staff  of 
an  institution  of  the  type  of  this  hospital  so  that  it  can  take 
the  lead  in  directing  and  assisting  in  the  mental  work  in  the 
territory  which  it  serves. 

Royster  Medical  Center 

This  Medical  Center  is  used  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
our  medical  and  surgical  problems  which  arise  with  the  patients 
and  employees  of  the  Institution.  With  patient  population  of 
over  two  thousand  and  275  employees,  we  have  a small  city 
which  is  dependent  upon  our  medical  skill  for  every  illness  that 
may  arise.  Patients  admitted  to  state  hospitals  are  troubled 
with  various  types  of  physical  diseases  which  may  in  some  in- 
stances contribute  to  their  mental  disturbances,  and  we  believe 
that  it  is  essential  that  our  Medical  Center  should  be  equipped 
with  the  proper  facilities  for  the  examination  and  treatment  of 
these  conditions.  Recently  X-ray  equipment  has  been  installed 
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in  our  Medical  Center,  and  report  is  included  indicating  the 
number  of  operations  which  were  performed  in  this  Medical 
Center.  I may  add  that  this  Medical  Center  for  the  past  3 years 
has  been  recognized  by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons  as 
being  equipped  to  carry  on  the  work  for  which  it  is  intended 
and  that  the  records  are  being  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  Dobbin  Infirmary  is  used  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
bed-ridden  women  patients.  This  building  was  named  in  honor 
of  J.  C.  Dobbin  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  1936. 

Criminal  Insane  Building 

This  building  is  used  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  those 
who  are  sent  to  this  institution  as  criminally  insane.  The  build- 
ing at  the  present  time  is  taxed  almost  to  its  capacity.  A request 
will  be  made  for  an  addition  to  this  building,  and  I fear  it  is 
going  to  be  needed  before  the  appropriation  could  be  obtained 
from  the  Legislature  for  the  beginning  of  the  biennial  period. 
We  are  compelled  to  accept  patients  of  this  type  when  they  are 
sent  to  us  on  a court  order,  and  the  facilities  in  this  building 
should  be  immediately  increased.  It,  also,  may  be  said  in  pass- 
ing that  the  facilities  in  this  building  are  far  from  being  ideal. 
There  are  no  facilities  in  the  building  for  occupational  therapy. 
All  of  the  patients  are  domiciled  in  the  same  building,  and  those 
for  whom  there  might  be  some  hope  of  improvement  are  kept 
in  contact  with  the  chronic  insane.  There  should  be  some  im- 
provement in  the  facilities  of  this  building  so  that  there  will 
be  an  opportunity  for  employment  and  rehabilitation  of  those 
who  are  mentally  capable  of  responding  to  such  opportunity. 

Dorothea  Dix  Training  School 

Our  training  school  continues  to  be  quite  an  asset  to  the  Hos- 
pital, in  fact,  it  is  being  recognized  to  an  increasing  degree  each 
year  of  the  importance  of  having  skilled  nursing  facilities  in 
charge  of  wards  in  mental  hospitals.  We  hope  to  increase  our 
nursing  staff  so  that  eventually  we  will  have  nurses  in  charge 
of  all  wards  occupied  by  patients  who  are  definitely  ill  from 
physical  conditions.  In  May,  1936,  we  had  seven  graduates. 
When  these  young  women  graduate  from  our  Hospital,  they  are 
eligible  for  the  State  Board  Examination  for  Nurses.  In  our 
training  school  we  only  employ  young  women  who  are  18  years 
of  age  who  have  completed  high  school  education,  and  they  must 
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furnish  a report  from  such  high  schools  indicating  that  they  did 
satisfactory  work  while  in  high  school  and  attained  a grade  in 
school  better  than  the  average.  All  students  are  given  a care- 
ful physical  examination  including  an  X-ray  of  the  chest;  and 
the  school  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  with  which  we  are  at  present 
affiliated  requires  that  all  pupil  nurses  must  have  their  tonsils 
removed  before  they  are  sent  to  Richmond. 

Laboratories 

Our  Laboratory  is  essential  in  making  the  necessary  diag- 
nosis in  many  cases  which  are  sent  to  us  for  treatment.  Blood 
sugar  and  blood  urea  examinations  are  made  on  all  patients  as  a 
matter  of  routine.  Blood  wassermann  examinations  are  made 
on  all  admissions,  and  wassermanns  are  made  of  the  spinal  fluid 
when  indicated.  These  examinations  are  made  at  the  State 
Laboratory  at  Raleigh. 

Collections 

This  Hospital  is  primarily  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
indigent  patients,  and  preference  must  not  be  given  to  those 
who  are  able  to  pay  for  their  care  and  treatment,  but  there  is  a 
Statute  which  covers  the  responsibility  of  those  who  are  able  to 
pay  for  the  care  and  treatment,  and  they  are  legally  required 
to  make  such  payments  to  the  Hospital  at  the  rate  of  $25.00  a 
month.  The  Hospital  has  been  materially  assisted  in  collecting 
in  cases  where  there  was  some  legal  involvement  by  the  Attorney 
General’s  office  where  such  matters  are  handled  by  Mr.  R.  C. 
Maxwell  with  promptness  and  efficiency.  The  Hospital,  also, 
collected  last  year  $10,000  from  the  Highway  Department  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  306,  Public  Laws  of  North  Carolina 
in  1935. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  held  monthly  meetings,  and 
at  such  meetings  detailed  reports  have  always  been  made  con- 
cerning the  Hospital’s  financial  condition,  its  patient  population, 
etc.  The  Board  of  Directors  held  four  meetings  in  1935  owing 
to  the  fact  that  such  meetings  were  necessary  in  passing  upon 
the  PWA  Projects.  As  a rule,  such  meetings  are  only  held  twice 
a year.  The  Executive  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
have  been  intensely  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital 
and  recognize  its  many  needs  and  requirements  in  carrying  on 
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efficiently.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  1935, 
a resolution  was  passed  to  increase  the  medical  staff  and  to  ob- 
tain for  the  medical  staff  a minimum  salary  and  other  induce- 
ments which  would  attract  and  hold  men  of  ability.  There  has 
been  a close  contact  between  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the 
employees  of  this  Hospital  which  has  been  very  satisfactory  to 
everyone  connected  with  the  Hospital,  and  on  behalf  of  the  em- 
ployees of  this  Hospital  and  for  myself  personally,  I wish  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Directors  for  their  cooperation.

State  Hospital,  Raleigh 
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The  Biennial  report  for  the  Engineering  Department  for  1934-35,  1935- 
36  is  as  follows: 

The  Engineering  Department  sold  North  Carolina  State  College  and 
North  Carolina  School  for  the  Blind  178,590  Kw.  Hrs.  during  1934-35,  and 
190,790  Kw.  Hrs.  during  1935-36.  The  total  revenue  for  the  two  years 
was  (178,590  plus  190,790)  x 2c1 ) =$7,387.60.  The  average  cost  per  100  Kw. 
Hrs.  generated  for  the  two-year  period  was  95c1. 

The  Engineering  Department  delivered  to  the  State  Buildings  in  Raleigh 
137,325  lbs*  ice  during  1934-35,  and  151,305  lbs.  during  1935-36  at  50tf 
per  hundred  lbs.  The  total  revenue  was  $1,443.10. 

THE  MAJOR  WORK  FOR  THE  BIENNIAL 

1.  The  ice  making  system  and  the  cold  storage  system  were  connected 
together,  so  that  the  two  compressors  would  operate  in  parallel.  The 
suction  line  of  the  4x4  compressor  was  connected  into  the  suction 
line  of  the  5x5  ice  making  system  between  the  compressor  and  the 
separator,  and  the  suction  line  from  the  coils  of  the  cold  storage  system 
was  connected  into  the  suction  line  of  the  ice  making  system  between 
the  coils  and  separator.  The  discharge  from  the  4x4  compressor  was 
connected  into  the  discharge  line  of  the  5x5  compressor.  The  two 
compressors  will  use  the  large  condenser  and  receiver.  After  making 
the  above  connections  we  were  able  to  operate  the  4x4  compressor 
at  25  lbs.  suction  pressure  without  it  frosting  back.  It  also  eliminated 
one  circulating  pump  for  cooling  water.  During  the  winter  months 
it  will  only  be  necessary  to  operate  the  4x4  compressor. 

2.  The  remaining  screw  type  flanges  were  replaced  with  welded  neck 
flanges  in  the  steam  header  in  the  boiler  room. 

3.  The  two  Kewanee  boilers  were  corked  between  mud  ring  and  boiler 
plates  and  new  metal  foundation  were  placed  under  each. 

4.  The  Chase  automatic  valves  were  installed  on  the  two  Cascade  washers 
in  the  laundry. 

5.  Three  new  lightning  arresters  were  connected  into  the  colony  line. 

6.  New  X-ray  machine  was  installed  at  the  Medical  Center. 

7.  Three  cement  vats  were  built  in  the  vegetable  room  to  be  used  for 
washing  vegetables. 

8.  The  motor  of  the  Caterpillar  tractor  was  rebuilt. 

9.  The  pins  and  bushings  were  replaced  in  the  governor  arms  and  links 
on  No.  2 engine. 

10.  A new  steam  line  and  return  was  run  to  the  carpenter  shop.

I hereby  report  work  done  in  Carpenter  and  Paint  Department  from 
June  30,  1934,  to  June  30,  1936. 

Painted  4 houses  on  Boylan  Drive.  Made,  painted  and  installed  17 
window  guards  on  the  8th  ward.  Installed  new  roofs  on  four  cottages  and 
female  T.  B.  building.  Built  porch  and  bathroom  on  1 house  at  Male  Colony. 
Made,  painted  and  installed  17  window  guards  on  K ward.  Painted  300 
beds  on  female  wards.  Painted  interior  of  dairyman’s  house.  Installed  new 
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floors  in  one  5-room  cottage.  Built  courtyard  shed  at  the  Brown  Building. 
Installed  new  floor  in  one  bathroom  at  Male  Colony.  Built  one  brooder 
house  (12  by  28  feet)  and  made  repairs  to  the  old  one.  Screened  porch  at 
Female  Colony  for  T.  B.  Ward.  Installed  new  roof  on  two  porches  at 
Medical  Center;  and  replaced  flat  part  of  roof  on  Brown  Building.  Built 
new  garbage  house.  Replaced  all  worn  out  doors  and  sashes.  Repaired 
and  replaced  all  worn  out  window  guards.  Replaced  and  repaired  all  fly 
screening;  and  repaired  roofs.  Replaced  with  new  all  guttering  on  Nurses’ 
Home,  Harvey  Building  and  four  cottages.  Made  repairs  to  wagons  and 
carts.  Repaired  beds;  locks,  and  floors.  Made  coffins  and  buried  the  dead.
